They are caught trolling and with 
minnows, still fishing. 
Most 
of 
the fun, however, is in following 
the gulls to find these fish. 
Follow the Gulls 
This is an old 
trick on the 
coast. Fishermen down there for 
years have 
followed 
the 
gulls, 
especially in finding trout schools. 
Now they are 
doing the 
same 
thing on Texas lakes. 
It is necessary to have a rug­ 
ged boat an i 
a 
m o t o r 
w ith 
enough power to put you 
there 
in a hurry. The custom is to work 
around the lake until you find a 
flock of gulls Watch them 
and 
you'll find a place where you can 
ioad the boat 
clown with these 
sandics. 
As a rule one 
gull 
flies low 
over the water. When the white 
bass start chasing shad and the 
shad surface, the fun begins. 
Other gulls nearby watch this 
searcher and when they see it 
has found the shad, they all join 
in and swoop down on the water. 
That’s the time you 
want 
to 
drop anchor and 
start jiggling. 
Some call it jiggling and others 
have still 
other 
names 
for 
it. 


Use 
a 
bubble 
some 
18 inches 
above your 
hook, 
with

waierweight to carry it out. 
Of course many fishermen sit 
on the banks with cane poles and

or

Some of these catch fine strings 
of the whites or studies. 
Texas has a limit of 25 on sand 
bass. Oklahoma doesn’t consid­ 
er it a game fish and has revoked 
the limit. Still the fishermen are 
not able to catch them all. 
Every large impoundment 
in 
Texas now has sand bass. They 
are lots of fun to catch. 
Fishing for Blacks 
Of course black bass also can 
be caught this time of the year. 
The process 
is 
not 
the 
same. 
While there are some plug ca- 
tors who have just about as much 
luck in the winter, with top water 
plugs, as they do in the summer, 
generally the big ones dive deep 
and hit hard. 
On Lake lexoma 
a few bun 
days ago we watched two fisher­ 
men 
work 
around 
the 
Willow 
Springs Camp on the Oklahoma 
side. They used nothing but top 
water lures and

PLAY HAVOC WITH TEETH 


Opening bottles with your teeth 
may make you the life of the par­ 
ty but it won’t give you the stur­ 
diest teeth in town. 


People 
often 
damage 
their 
teeth using them for such unlike­ 
ly purposes. In fact, dental au­ 
thorities can count at least 36 
everyday 
habits 
that 
a 
great 
many Americans practice in one 
degree or another that are in­ 
jurious to mouth tissue. 


For example, the habit of bit 
ing pensively on 
ear loops of 
glasses can be an important fac­ 
tor in teeth migration — moving 
out of position, dentists point our. 


Chewing on pencil or pen dur­ 
ing moments of concentration is 
almost an 
occupational 
hazard 
for bookkeepers and stenograph­ 
ers. Dentists report considerable 
erosion of teeth among people in 
those professions. 


Upholsterers, 
carpenters, 
and 
shoe makers who hold nails be­ 
tween their teeth invariably suf­ 
fer from

conditions, 
dentists have found.

fist, forcing the lower jaw our of 
natural alignment. 


Ever experience obscure head­ 
aches. tenderness at the temples, 
or tenseness in your face mus­ 
cles? These might be signs of 
faulty closure of opposing teeth 
which is reflected in mouth tis­ 
sue. Faulty closure is often ag­ 
gravated by poor dental health 
habits which can be broken if 
you try.

Even as you read this, some 
man, woman, or child is stand­ 
ing on the brink of a life of per­ 
manent darkness, about to join 
the 300,000 Americans who are 
already enduring the bleak enor­ 
mity of blindness. 


More than 14,000 of the 300,000 
Americans currently 
blind 
arc 
Texans, according to official es­ 
timates. 


What causes blindness? There 
are three major contributing fac­ 
tors: disease, accidents, neglect. 


Blindness brought on through 
neglect really is no worse than 
that caused by an accident or 
disease. But somehow it seems 
worse. It's so unnecessary. 


If all children were given a 
thorough 
ey o ov.im in a tio n 
prior 
to entering school for the first 
time, and if all visual defects 
were corrected or placed under 
treatment at that time, a major 
step in the prevention of blind­ 
ness in childhood would be taken. 


But a single examination is not 
enough. A child grows quickly. 
His eyes, like every other body 
organ, are constantly changing. 
Sometimes the change is a de­ 
fect. 


At least half of all cases of 
blindness occurring from year to 
year could be prevented through 
use of the sight-saving 
knowle­ 
dge at hand. For example, some 
300,000 industrial accidents occur 
each year, 1500 of them result­ 
ing in permanent blindness. The 
mere use of goggles would cut 
these figures to negligible pro­ 
portions. 


As far as disease-caused blind­ 
ness is concerned, modern sur­ 
gical methods now restore or im­ 
prove vision in 19 of 20 cases of 
cataract, the 
leading 
cause of 
blindness in the United States. 


When parents or teachers ob­ 
serve a 
child 
holding reading 
matter closer than the normal 14 
inches from his face, tilting his 
head while reading, or constant­ 
ly blinking all responsible health 
authorities agree it should be in­ 
terpreted as a sign of impending 
eye trouble. 


Other conditions which may in­ 
dicate eye trouble are crossed 
eyes, frequent styes and head­ 
aches, red-rimmed or encrusted 
eyelids, or 
persistent 
watering 
of either eye.
